RASHES DUE AT THIS SEASON 


OF THE YEAR. 

OIBON IVY¥—The rash starts with 
intense itching. The skin is red 

and feels hard. Presently small 
bumps appear and in a short while 
these bumps are found to be pin- 
point or pinhead water biisters. The 
itching continues throughout the disease. 
NBETTLERASH—Itching is the moet 
prominent sign. As a general proposi- 
tion it precedes the rash. The patches 
are bright red, large, smooth, and a .it- 


[the hard. A little later the patch gets 


lighter in color in the center. As it 
fades the edges first become pale, then 
the rash disappears. There are never 
any blisters or ulcers. Itching is present 
from start to finish. The disease may 
come and go, appearing in crops. 
Nettlerash results from some form of 
poisoning. The most frequent cause is 
food poltoning. The more frequent 
causes aré strawberries, buckwheat, 
salmon, and other canned fish, shell fsh. 
The explanation of the disease is that 
its subjects having been once’ poisoned 
by some food are thereafter exquisite- 
ly sensitive to that food. The food hav- 


4 poison to the nerve endings in the skin. 
It is not spoiled food which causes net- 
tlerash. The food is good enough for 
most people. The subjects of nettlerash 
are spoiled—et least so far as certain 
foods are concerned The rashes pro- 
duced by prolonged eating of buckwheat 
and oatmea! are more persistent and less 
irritating than the flareup nettlerashes 
from sea food and strawberries.

SHINGLES AND FEVER BLISTERS 
These are ulcers rather than rashes. 
They start with a bard painful lump. 
Pain is about as prominent in shingles 
as is itching in nett! Presently 
the surface of these lumps breaks, pro- 
ducing superficial painful ulcers. While 
these usually develop on the lips and 
edge of other body orifices they may ap- 


| pear anywhere on the body. When they 


appear on the chest the disease is called 
shingles. 

PRICKLY HEAT—This rash is espe- 
cially liable to appear on the tender skin 
ef babies. Adults are less subject to it. 
It is due to irritatior of the skin from 
eweat. Therefore it first shows itseif 
under the arms, in the creases of the 
thighs, and over the body. It is a 
source of much irritation when it affects 
a baby. Adults do not complain much 
of it. It does not itch. To prevent it 
lighter clothing must worn and less 
food must be eaten. Light cotton mesh 
underwear is serviceable. Bathing with 
soda water is helpful A good dusting 
powder consists of salicylic acid, 5 
g:ains; boracic acid, 40 grains; starch, 2 
ounces.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 
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A CURIOUS story comes through 


private sources from Constanti- 

nople, according to which the 

death of the late German field 

marshal, Count yon der Goltz, 
was not due to natural causes, but must 
be laid at the door of Enver Pasha, who 
has so many murders to his credit, in- 
cluding those of Minister of War Chefket 
Pasha, of that gallant old veteran and 
geheralissimo, Nazim Pasha, and of 
Crown Prince Youssouff-Eddine. 

The German field marsha! had always 
entertained not only a warm regard, but 
even an actual affection, for Abdul 
Hamid, and bore a bitter grudge against 
the leaders of the Young Turk party, who 
had removed him from his throne. It 
may be recalled that he had terminated 
his mission of many years at Constanti- 
nople some considerable time prior to the 
Young Turk coup d'etat there in 1909. 

ine ; 

In the spring of 1914 Field Mars 
von der Goltz, in discussing Turkish con- 
ditions with a few friends and acquaint- 
ances on the terrace of the Hotel Nationa! 
at Geneva, remarked of the leaders of the 
Young Turks: These fellows endeavor 
to convey the impreseion that they are 
kings of the forest; but Enver is at best 
a wildcat who is trying to play the role 
of a royal Bengal tiger. Taiaat is noth- 
ing but a blue fox, while as for Dia vid. 
that jackal—I cannot bring myself to 
speak about him. Those three, they will 
end by burying the Turkish empire.” 

Yet less than a year afterwards Von 
Ger Goltz, at the pressing instance of the 
kaiser, resigned his governor general- 
ship of Belgium, to which he had been 
appointed in the early stages of the war, 
and returned, after many years absence, 
to Constantinople, to take charge, in the 
name of the emperor, of the military 
operations of Germany's Turkish ally. 

Enver, who had been duly informed by 
the Turkish spies who positively swarm 
in Switzerland of the prejudice of Von 
der Goltz against him, overwhelmed the 
field marshal with flatteries and atten- 
tions. But it is now known that Von der 
Golts never altered his pronounced preju- 
dices against Enver and that he disap- 
proved thoroughly of the military and 
political courses which he was pursuing. 
Indeed, in the last three months of Von 
der Goltz’s life there had been a consid- 
erable amount of friction between him 
and Enver, of whom he openly expressed 
his conviction that he was heading the 
Ottoman empire to its downfall.

Enver was thoroughly alive to the sen- 
timents entertained towards him by Von 
der Golts, and when he learned that the 
field marshal had in some way or other 
gotten into communication with his oid 
friend, ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid, he real- 
ized that his own careér and life were at 
take, since popular sentiment in Turkey 
ig all in favor of the restoration of the 
former and now captive Padiehah. 

It was because Enver feared that Von 
der Golts, who was the kaiser's chief ad- 
Viner about Turkish matters and in su- 
preme command of all the many thou- 
sands of German military and naval men 
now in Turkey, might take advantage 
thereof. to oust him from his office, to im- 
prison him, and to restore Abdul Hamid 
to the throne that he determined upon the 
Geath of the field marshal, the true cir- 
éumstances of which still remain shroud- 
ed in mystery, no one being willing to be- 
‘jeve the official version, that be suc- 
cumbed within a few hours to an attack

There ig some 
uncertainty about this method, for eggs 
differ in weight and also in tempera- 
ture at the time the cooking begins.

Propagating Roses by Layering. 
T frequently Happens that we have a 
choice variety of rose whose stock we 
would like to increase, but there does 
not seem any chance of doing so by 
a division of its roots. What shall 
de dons in such a case? | 

We decide to try the process which pro- 
fessional gardeners call layering. This 
means taking a branch of the plant and 
bending it in such a manner that a por- 
tion of it can be inserted in the ground, 
where it can be left until roots have 
formed. Then it can be separated from 
the parent plant and given an indepen- 
dent existence. 

In order to make a success of layering 
it is important that the branch selected 
should be in the right condition. . It 
should be one sent out near the ground, 
if possible, as the closer it is to the base 
of the plant the better our chances of 
success with it. 


~~ 

It should be in about a half ripened 
condition. It should not be soft enough 
to snap when bent a little, neither should 
it be s» tough as to bend without show- 
ing any disposition to break. Between 
these two extremes is the happy medium 
which we should aim to secure. 

About six inches from the parent plant 
a slanting cut should be made in the 
branch, from the underside. This should 
reach half way through it. At the point 
of this cut it should be inserted in the 
soil, and pegged down or held in place 
securely by laying a stone on the soil 
with which it is covered. Then set a 


of the branch upward and tie it to this 
utake. 

If the wood is in. proper.condition for 
layering a callus will form at the cut, 
and from this roots be sent out in a 
month or six weeks.
